issued by "the Information Bureau ot 
the Boston & Maine Railroad and 
there seems to be no doubt tliat tho 
dissemination of the inforniatlon cbn- 
-talned by a, wide distribution .of the 
pamphlet: will prove effectual in, re- 
juvenating an industry in ::whlch', the 
eeotion referred to was once a leader. 


The publication'discusses'the.various 


phases of the apple growing situation 
and shows that the main reason for 
the decline of this formerly stable 
New England industry' rested In thci 
once prevailing sentiment that New 
England farmers did not have to grow 
apples—they simply picked.them. 


To this same cause may be attribut- 


ed also the'-fact that this department 
of agricultural effort did not always 
prove a paying one. "Modern condi- 
tions and demands," says the book- 
let, "have made apple growing a profit 
able industry. Conditions
